Ifwe look upon this expedition in reference to the lawful-. 
— nefs. thereof (as it is in it felf) we may finde (by thefe follow- 
ing-confiderations) that it was both lawful, juftand warranta-. 
ble by the Word of God, and Law of Nations. Firft, in regard 
thofe they went out againft were Idolaters, Hereticks, and’ 
Members of the falfe Church. Secondly, For that they (fome 
yeats fince) moft wickedly and inhumanely murthered and de- 
ttroyed divers. of our Nation that traded peaceably with 
them in the weft-Indies. Thirdly, There was no breach of 
League inthe profecution of this War, there being no Articles. 
of peace or ceffation in force betwixt both Nations, to the: 
fouthward of the Tropick. Laftly, Conqueftis free to all. 
people,no Law of Nations can prohibit the power of the 
Sword, ’tisonly God that fets its bounds and limits,and where... 
his pleafure is, it fhould make a final conqueft, there isit free 
imbheritance to the Conqueror, and hisfucceffors. By that. 
power didthe Normans invade. and conquer England, fince 
which time there hath no leffe then 25. Kingsand Queens fuc-.. 
ceffively (although not fucceffefully) reigned: by the fame.
